Important 


Arbitrary signs are used as little as possible, but they can 
hardly be avoided altogether: The letter x (Greek letter chi) 
denotes all guttural ch sounds ranging from the softest Span- 
ish jota to the hard North German ch (ch), including the 
Dutch and other variations. (Pronounce h while clearing 
your throat.) 

The signs (-) (*) above letters mean “long”’ (short) as in 
prosody. The long sound is often expressed by an added hk 
(ah, oh...) after vowels. 

Divisions between syllables (-) are not pauses but for con- 
venience only. In speaking they are passed over. 

' Italicized syllables are to be stressed: Stress Italian em- 
phatically, Spanish less, German, Dutch, Russian, Polish still 
less, French not at all and never. But here, quoting Favard, 
“the last sounded syllable receives not a blow but a caress.” 

Interpolated words repeat the sound indicated, at least as far 
as their italicized portions are concerned, but they are over- 
looked in reading the names. Where the sound required is a 
musical note, the word ‘‘sing!’’ is added, and (v.) means the 
verb is required, f. i. do (v.) would be doo, do (sing!)—dough. 

French words never end in vibrations; exactly the opposite 
of what happens in English, though Americans largely ignore 
them. Just here is a fundamental handicap to this simplified 
system, and it will be well to keep it in mind. 

Vowels followed by two or more consonants are short in 
French, Italian, Spanish, always. The same in German, ex- 
cept for some of the compounds. 

Spanish bs and vs are hardly distinguishable in Castilian 
speech. End ds and és (end gs and ks) in both Dutch and Ger- 
man are between d and #, more ¢ than d (more & than g). 

It is admitted that Italian vowels are often shorter than the 
notation would indicate, but the longer sound is purposely 
used, for these sounds are broad and colorful (f. i. knee for nz, 
as “‘knee”’ will always be frankly spoken, whereas to an atten- 
tive ear American pronunciation for an end 7 is é: Botticellé for 
léé). 

German is broad and sharp. Mann does not sound like man 
nor like mann but in between, like mantle is pronounced in 
_ England, like Andrea (Ital.), Andrés (Span.) etc. The “au”’ 
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sound has no equivalent in English. It is really ah—d6, more 
like ow in noun. 

Where the true pronunciation given would prove too diffi- 
cult for the average person (as f. i. in the Dutch and Spanish 
names starting with the x sound— x [soft] oh-x for van Gogh) 
the word “anglicize’”’ was added. Also whenever old in- 
trenched usage prevails (f. i. Titian). 

The y is used as consonant throughout (except, of course, 
where it occurs as a vowel in illustrative, interpolated words). 
This means that a y standing alone sounds like y’ in ye, stop- 
ping just short of sounding the e (the word canyon contains 
that sound most perfectly). 

There is a musical lilt to Swedish, which if reproduced, im- 
proves it greatly. Dutch is formed deep in the throat. French 
syllables are characterized by an even value to all syllables. 
(Remember the Favard ‘‘caress,’”’ though!) 

Whenever French words end in an unaccented, so-called 
“mute” e, the voice drops and a faint ~ (as in dug, dzll) be- 
comes audible, which is often no more than a momentary 
lingering upon the last sound preceding it. This has been in- 
dicated either by an apostrophe which replaces the mute e or 
by the word Jinger, also used when remaining a little while on 
an end letter will more closely approximate the true pronun- 
ciation (the ‘“‘caress”’ again). 

French nasal vowels may be reduced to four sounds (though 
written in various ways) and are best spoken after taking 
breath and expelling it at the same time through nostrils and 
mouth, while making the sound: 

diph. 1 an—deepest in throat, behind the epiglottis 
diph. 2 in—higher, in front of epiglottis 

diph. 3 on—behind sinuses 

diph. 4 un—closest to upper teeth. 

(A little drill with an obliging Frenchman will clear away 
the slight difficulty.) 

Southern Germans (Swabians, Austrians, Swiss) give the 
initial s before t a soft sh sound. 

French and German w’s are always pronounced like v, never 
like 00. (Vat-toe, not Ood#-toe, even less oo-at-toe.) 

There is no equivalent to 6 and iiin English and the German 
Umilaut had to be pressed into service, as familiar to the great 
majority of Americans. J in French is pronounced without the 
d sound (f. i. get is really d-jet; merely omit the d).
